GRANT, we beseech thee, Almighty God, that the 
words which we have heard this day with our out- 
ward ears, may, through thy grace, be so grafted inwardly 
in our hearts, that they may bring forth in us the fruit 
of good Hving, to the honour and praise of thy Name; 
through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 

DIRECT us, O Lord, in all our doings, with thy most 
gracious favour, and further us with thy continual 
help; that in all our works begun, continued, and ended 
in thee, we may glorify thy holy Name, ana finally, by 
thy mercy, obtain everlasting life; through Jesus Christ 
our Lord. Amen. 

ALMIGHTY God, the fountain of all wisdom, who 
knowest our necessities before we ask, and our 
ignorance in asking; We beseech thee to have com- 
passion upon our infirmities; and those things which 
for our unworthiness we dare not, and for our blind- 
ness we cannot ask, vouchsafe to give us, for the worthi- 
ness of thy Son Jesus Christ our Lord. Am^en. 

ALMIGHTY God, who hast promised to hear the 
petitions of those who ask in thy Son's Name; 
We beseech thee mercifully to incline thine ears to us 
who have now made our prayers and supplications 
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unto thee; and grant that those things which we have 
faithfully asked according to thy will, may effectually 
be obtained, to the relief of our necessity, and to the 
setting fortn of thy glory; through Jesus Christ our 
Lord. Amen. 

T Upon the Sundays and other Holy-days, (though there be no Sermon' or 
Communion,) shaU be said aU that is appointed at the Communion, unto 
the end of the Gospel, concluding with the Blessing. 

T And if any of the consecrated Bread and Wine remain after the Com- 
munion, it shaU not be carried out of the Church; but the Minister and 
other Communicants sIuUl, immediately after the Blessing, reverently eat 
and drink the same. 

If When the Minister '.giveth warning for the Cdebiation of the Holy Com- 
munion, {which he shall always do upon the Sunday, or some Holy-day, 
immediately preceding,) he shall read this Exhortation following: or so 
much thereof as, in his discretion, he may thint convenient. 

DEARLY beloved, on day next I purpose, 
through God's assistance, to administer to all 
such as shall be religiously and devoutly disposed the 
most comfortable Sacrament of the Body and Blood of 
Christ; to be by them received in remembrance of his 
meritorious Cross and Passion; whereby alone we 
obtain remission of our sins, and are made partakers 
of the Kingdom of heaven. Wherefore it is our duty 
to render most humble and hearty thanks to Almighty 
God, our heavenly Father, for that he hath given his 
Son our Saviour Jesus Christ, not only to die for us, 
but also to be our spiritual food and sustenance in that 
holy Sacrament. Which being so divine and comfort^ 
able a thing to them who receive it worthily, Mid so 
dangerous to those who will presume to receive it un- 
worthily; my duty is to exhort you, in the mean season 
to consider the dignity ot that hoty mystery, and the 
great peril of the unworthy receiving thereoi; and so 
♦« qearch and examine your own consciences, (and that 
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not lightly, and after the manner of dissemblers with 
God; out so) that ye may come holy and clean to such 
a heavenly Feast, in the marriage-garment required by 
God in holy Scripture, and be received as worthy par- 
takers of that holy Table. 

The way and means thereto is: First, to examine 
your lives and conversations by the rule of God's com- 
mandments; and whereinsoever ye shall perceive your- 
selves to have offended, either by will, word, or deed, 
there to bewail your own sinfiiJness, and to confess 
yourselves to Almighty God, with full purpose of amend- 
ment of life. And if ye shall perceive your offences to 
be such as are not only against God, but also against 
your neighbours; then ye shall reconcile yourselves 
imto them; being ready to make restitution and satis- 
faction, according to the uttermost of your powers, for 
all injuries and wrongs done by you to any other; and 
being hkewise ready to forgive others who have offended 
you, as ye would have forgiveness of your offences at 
God's hand: for otherwise the receivmg of the holy 
Communion doth nothing else but increase your con- 
demnation. Therefore, if any of you be a blasphemer 
of God, an hinderer or slanderer of his Word, an adul- 
terer, or be in malice, or envy, or in any other grievous 
crime; repent you of your sins, or else come not to that 
holy Table. 

And because it is requisite that no man should come 
to the holy Communion, but with a full trust in God's 
mercy, and with a quiet conscience; therefore, if there 
be any of you, who by this means cannot quiet his own 
conscience herein, but requireth further comfort or 
counsel, let him come to me, or to some other Minister 
of God's Word, and open his grief; that he may receive 
such godly counsel and advice, as may tend to the 
quieting of his conscience, and the removing of all 
scruple and doubtfulness. 
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T Or, m case he shatt see the Peo-plU neolloent to come to the Holy Communion, 
instead of the former, he shaU use this Exhortation. 

DEARLY beloved brethren, on I intend, by 
God*s grace, to celebrate the Lord's Supper: unto 
which, in Grod's behalf, I bid you all wh© are here pres- 
ent; and beseech you, for the Lord Jesus Christ's sake, 
that ye will not refuse to come thereto, being so lovingly 
called and bidden by Grod himself. Ye know how 
grievous and unkind a thing it is, when a man hath pre- 
pared a rich feast, decked his table with all kind of 
provision, so that there lacketh nothing but the guests 
to sit down; and yet they who are called (without any 
cause) most unthankfuUy refuse to come. Which of 
you in such a case would not be moyed? Who would 
not think a great injury and wrong done imto him? 
Wherefore, most dearly beloved in Christ, take ye good 
heed, lest ye, withdrawing yourselves from this holy 
Supper, provoke God's indignation against you. It is 
an easy matter for a man to say, I will not communi- 
cate, because I am othertdse hindered with worldly 
business. But such excuses are not so easily accepted 
and allowed before Grod. K any man say, I am a 
grievous sinner, and therefore am afraid to come : where- 
fore then do ye not repent and amend? When God 
calleth you, are ye not ashamed to say ye will not come? 
When ye should return to God, will ye excuse yourselves,"^ 
and say ye are not ready? Consider earnestly with your- 
selves how Uttle such feigned excuses will avail before 
God. Tliose who refused the feast in the Gospel, because 
they had bought a farm, or would try their yokes of 
oxen, or because they were married, were not so excused, 
but counted imworthy of the heavenly feast. Where- 
fore, according to mine oflfice, I bid you in the Name 
of God, I call you in Christ's behalf, I exhort you, as 
ye love your own salvation, that ye will be partakers 
of this holy Conmiimion. And as the Son of God did 
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vouchsafe to yield up his soul by death upon the Cross 
for your salvation; so it is your duty to receive the 
Communion in remembrance of the sacrifice of his 
death, as he himself hath conmianded: which if ye 
shall neglect to do, consider with yourselves how great 
is your ingratitude to God, and how sore punishment 
hangeth over your heads for the same; when ye wil- 
fuDy abstain from the Lord's Table, and separate /rom 
your brethren, who come to feed on the banquet of that 
most heavenly food. These things if ye earnestly con- 
sider, ye will by God's grace return to a better mind: 
for the obtaining whereof we shall not cease to make 
our himible petitions imto Almighty God, our heavenly 
Father.

10 Make me a clean heart, 
O God: and renew a right 
spirit within me. 

11 Cast me not away from 
thy presence: and take not 
thy holy Spirit from me. 

12 O give me the comfort 
of thy help again: and 
stablid^ me with thy free 
Spirit. 

13 Then shall I teach thy 
ways unto the wicked: and 
sinners shall be converted 
unto thee. 

14 Deliver me from blood- 
guiltiness, O God, thou that 
art the God of my health: 



and my tongue shall shig 
of thy righteousness. 

15 Thou shalt open my lips, 
O Lord: and my mouth 
shall show thy praise. 

16 For thou desirest no 
sacrifice, else would I give 
it thee: but thou delightest 
not in bumt-oflferings. 

17 The sacrifice of God is a 
troubled spirit: a broken and 
contrite heart, O God, shaft 
thou not despise. 

18 O be favourable and 
gracious unto Sion: build 
thou the walls of Jerusalem. 

19 Then shalt thou be 
pleased with the sacrifice 
of righteousness, with the 
burnt-offerings and oblations: 
then shall they offer young 
bullocks upon thine altar. 



Psalm 67. Miserere mei, Deus. 



BE merciful unto me, O 
God, be merciful imto 
me; for my soul trusteth in 
thee: and under the shadow 
of thy wings shall be my 
refuge, until this tyranny be 
overpast. 

2 I will call imto the Most 
High God: even unto the 
God that shall perform the 
cause which I have in hand. 

3 He shall send from 
heaven: and save me from 
the reproof of him that 
would eat me up. 

4 God shall send forth his 
mercy and truth: my soul 
is among lions; 



6 And I lie even among 
the children of men, that 
are set on fire: whose teeth 
are spears and arrows, and 
their tongue a sharp sword. 

6 Set up thyself, O God, 
above the heavens: and thy 
glory above all the earth.

MY soul truly waiteth still 
upon God: for of him 
cometh my salvation. 

2 He verily is my strength 
and my salvation: he is my 
defence, so that I shall not 
greatly fall. 

3 How long will ye imagine 
mischief against every man: 
ye shall be- slain all the sort 
of you; yea, as a tottering 
wall shall yp be, and like a 
broken hedge. 

4 Their device is only how 
to put him out whom God 
will exalt: their delight is 
in lies; they give good words 
with their mouth, but curse 
with their heart. 

6 Nevertheless, my soul, 
wait thou still upon God: 
for my hope is in him. 

6 He truly is my strength 
and my salvation : he is my de- 
fence, so that I shall not fall. 

7 In God is my health and 



my glory: the rock of my 
might; and in God is my 
trust. 

8 O put your trust in him 
alway, ye people: pour out 
your hearts before him, for 
God is our hope. 

9 As for the children of men, 
they are but vanity: the 
children of men are deceitful 
upon the weights; they are 
altogether lighter than vanity 
itself.

HEAR my voice, O God, 
in my prayer: preserve 
my life from fear of the 
enemy. 



2 Hide me from the gather- 
ing together of the froward: 
and from the insurrection of 
wicked doers;

'shoot out their arrows, even 
bitter words; 

4 That they may privily 
shoot at him that is perfect: 
suddenly do they hit him, 
and fear not. 

5 They encourage them- 
selves in mischief: and com- 
mune among themselves, how 
they may lay snares; and say, 
that no man shall see them. 

6 They imagine wickedness, 
and practise it: that they 
keep secret among them- 
selves, every man in the 
deep of his heart.

TRULY God is loving unto 
Israel: even unto such 
as are of a clean heart. 

2 Nevertheless, my feet were 
almost gone: my treadings 
had well-nigh sHpt. 

3 And why? I was grieved 
at the wicked: I do also see 
the ungodly in such pros- 
perity. 

4 For they are in no peril 
of death: but are lusty and 
strong. 

5 They come in no misfor- 
tune like other folk: neither 
are they plagued like other 
men. 

6 And this is the cause 
that they are so holden 
with pride: and overwhelmed 
with cruelty. 



7 Their eyes swell with 
fatness: and they do even 
what they lust. 

8 They corrupt other, and 
speak of wicked blasphemy: 
their talking is against the 
most High. 

9 For they stretch forth 
their mouth unto the heaven: 
and their tongue goeth 
through the world. 

10 Therefore fall the people 
unto them: and thereout 
suck they no small advan- 
tage. 

11 Tush, say they, how 
should God perceive it: is 
there knowledge in the Most 
High? 

12 Lo, these are the ungod- 
ly, these prosper in the world, 
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and these have riches in 
possession: and I said, Then 
have I cleansed my heart in 
vain, and washed my hands 
in innocency. 

13 All the day long have I 
been punished: and chas- 
tened every morning. 

14 Yea, and I had almost 
said even as they: but lo, 
then I should have con- 
demned the generation of 
thy children. 

15 Then thought I to under- 
stand this: but it was too 
hard for me, 

16 Until I went into the 
sanctuary of God: then 
understood I the end of

6 But thou, 
when thou prayest, enter 
into thine inner chamber, 
and having shut thy- door, 
pray to thy Father who is 
m secret, and thy Father 
who seeth in secret shall 
recompense thee. 7 And in 
praying use not vain repeti- 
tions, as the Gentiles do: 
for they think that they 
shall be heard for their much 
speaking. 8 Be not there- 
fore like unto them: for 
your Father knoweth what 
things ye have need of, bo- 
fore ye ask him. 9 After 
this manner therefore pray 



ye: Our Father who art in 
heaven, Hallowed be thy 
name. 10 Thy kingdom 
come. Thy will be done, 
as in heaven, so on earth. 
11 Give us this day our 
daily bread. 12 And for- 
give us our debts, as we also 
have forgiven our debtors. 
13 And bring ,\xa not into 
temptation, but deliver us 
from the evil one. 14 For 
if ye forgive men their tres- 
passes, your heavenly Father 
will also forgive you. 16 But 
if ye forgive not men their 
trespasses, neither will your 
Father forgive your tres- 
passes. 



ST. LUKE. 
Chapter VIII, 4-16. 



AND when a great mul- 
titude came together, and 
they of every city resorted 
unto him, he spake by a 
parable: 5 The sower went 
forth to sow his seed: and as 
he sowed, some fell by the 
way side ; and it was trodden 
under foot, and the birds of 
the heaven devoured it. 6 
And other fell on the rock; 
and as soon as it grew, it 
withered away, because it 
had no moisture. 7 And 
other fell amidst the thorns ; 
and the thorns grew with it, 
and choked it. 8 And other 
fell into the good ground. 



and grew, and brought forth 
fruit a hundredfold. As he 
said these things, he cried, 
He that hath ears to hear, 
let him hear. 

9 And his disciples asked 
him what this parable might 
be. 10 And he said. Unto 
you it is given to know the 
mysteries of the kingdom of 
God: but to the rest in par- 
ables; that seeing they may 
not sQe, and hearing they 
may not understand. 11 
Now the parable is this: 
The seed is the word of 
God. 12 And those by the 
way side are they that have 
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heard ; then cometh the 
devil, and taketh away the 
word from their heart, that 
tiiey may not believe and be 
saved. 13 And those on the 
rock are they who,^ when 
they have heard, receive the 
word with joy; and these 
have no root, who for a while 
believe, and in time of temp- 
tation fall away. 14 And 
that which fell among the 



thorns, t^ese are they that 
have heard, and as they go 
on their way they are choked 
with cares and riches and 
pleasures of this life, and 
bring no fruit to perfection. 
15 And that in the good 
ground, these are such as in 
an honest and good heart, 
having heard the word, hold 
it fast, and bring forth fruit 
with patience. 



ST. LUKE. 
Chapter X. 23-37. 



AND turning to the dis- 
ciples, he said privately, 
Blessed are the eyes which 
see the things that ye see: 
24 for I say unto you, that 
many prophets and kings de- 
sired to see the things which 
ye see, and saw them not; 
and to hear the things which 
ye hear, and heard them not. 

26 And behold, a certain 
lawyer stood up and made 
trial of him, saying, Teacher, 
what shall I do to inherit 
eternal life? 26 And he said 
unto him. What is written in 
the law? how readest thou? 
27 And he answering said. 
Thou shalt love the Lord thy 
God with all thy heart, and 
with all thy soul, and with 
all thy strength, and with all 
thy mind; and thy neighbor 
ais thyself. 28 And he said 
unto him. Thou hast answer- 

i right: this do, and thou 



shalt live. 29 But he, de- 
siring to justify himself, said 
unto Jesus, And who is my 
neighbor? 30 Jesus made 
answer and said, A certain 
man was going down from 
Jerusalem to Jericho and 
he fell among robbers, "who 
both stripped him and beat 
him, and departed, leaving 
him half dead. 31 And by 
chance a certain priest was 
going down that way: and 
when he saw him, he passed 
by on the other side. 32 And 
in like manner a Levite also, 
when he came to the place, 
and saw him, passed by on 
the other side. 33 But a 
certain Samaritan, as he 
journeyed, came where he 
was: and when he saw him, 
he was moved with compas- 
sion, 34 and came to him, 
and bound up his wounds, 
pouring on them oil and wine; 
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and he set him on his own 
beast, and brought him to 
an inn, and took care of him. 
36 And on the morrow he 
took out two shillings, and 
gave them to the host, and 
said, Take care of him; and 
whatsoever thou spendest 
more, I, when I come back 



again, will repay thee. 36 
Which of these three, think- 
est thou, proved neighbor 
unto him that fell among 
the robbers? 37 And he 
said. He that showed mercy 
on him. And Jesus said un- 
to him, Go, and do thou 
likewise. 



ST. LUKE. 
Chaptbb XV, 11-32. 



AND he said, A certain 
man had two sons: 12 
and the younger of them said 
to his father. Father, give me 
the portion of thy substance 
that falleth to me. And he 
divided unto them his living. 
13 And not many days after, 
the younger son gathered all 
together and took his journey 
into a far country; and there 
he wasted his substance with 
riotous living. 14 And when 
he had spent all, there arose 
a mighty famine in that 
country; and he began to be 
in want. 15 And he went 
and joined himself to one of 
the citizens of that coimtry; 
and he sent him into his fields 
to feed swine. 16 And he 
would fain have filled his 
belly with the husks that the 
swine did eat: and no man 
gave unto him. 17 But when 
he came to himself he said. 
How many hired servants 
of my father's have bread 
enough and to spare, and 



I perish here with hunger! 
18 I will arise and go to my 
father, and will say unto 
him. Father, I have sinned 
against heaven, and in thy 
sight: 19 I am no more 
worthy to-be called thy son: 
make me as one of thy hired 
servants. 20 And he arose, 
and came to his father. But 
while he was yet afar off, 
his father saw him, and was 
moved with compassion, and 
ran, and fell on his neck, and 
kissed him. 21 And the son 
said unto him, Father, I have 
sinned against heaven, and 
in thy sight: I am no more 
worthy to be called thy son. 

22 But the father said to his 
servants, Bring forth quickly 
the best robe, and put it on 
him; and put a ring on his 
hand, and shoes on his feet: 

23 and bring the fatted calf, 
and kill it, and let us eat, 
and make merry: 24 for this 
my son was dead, and is alive 
again; he was lost, and is 
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found. And they began to 
be merry. 25 Now his elder 
son was in the field : and as 
he came and drew nigh to 
the house, he heard music 
and dancing. 26 And he 
called to him one of the 
servants, and inquired what 
these things might be. 27 
And he said unto him, Thy 
brother is come; and thy 
father hath killed the fatted 
calf, because he hath re- 
ceived him safe and sound. 
28 But he was angry, and 
would not go in: and his 
father came out, and en- 
treated him. 29 But he an- 
swered and said to his father. 



Lo, these many years do I 
serve thee, and I never trans- 
gressed a commandment of 
thine; and yet thou never 
gavest me a kid, that I might 
make merry with my friends: 
30 but when this thy son 
came, who hath devoured 
thy living with harlots, thou 
killedst for him the fatted 
calf. 31 And he said unto 
him, Son, thou art ever with 
me, and all that is mine is 
thine. 32 But it was meet 
to make merry and be glad: 
for this thy brother was dead, 
and is alive again; and v?as 
lost, and is found. ' 



ST. JOHN. 
Chapter I, 1-14. 



IN the beginning was the 
Word, and the Word was 
with God, and the Word 
was God. 2 The same was 
in the beginning with God. 
3 All things were made 
through him; and without 
him was not anything made 
that hath been made. 4 In 
him was life; and* the life 
was the light of men. 6 And 
the light shineth in the dark- 
ness; and the darkness ap- 
prehended it not. 6 There 
came a man, sent from God, 
whose name was John. 7 
"^^e same came for witness, 
he might bear witness 



of the light, that all might 
believe through him. 8 He 
was not the Tight, but came 
that he might bear witness 
of the light. 9 There was 
the true light, even the light 
which lighteth every man, 
coming into the world. 10 
He was in the world, and 
the world was made through 
him, and the world knew 
him not. 11 He came unto 
his own, and they that were 
his own received him not. 
12 But as many as received 
him, to them gave he the 
right to become children of 
God, even to them that be- 
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lieve on his name: 13 who 
were bom, not of blood, nor 
of the will of the flesh, nor 
of the will of man, but of 
God. 14 And the Word be- 



came flesh, and dwelt among 
us (and we beheld his glory, 
glory as of the only begotten 
from the Father), full of 
grace and truth. 



ST. JOHN. 
Chapter III, 1-21. 



NOW there was a man of 
the Pharisees, named 
Nicodemus, a ruler of the 
Jews: 2 the same came imto 
him by night, and said to 
him, Rabbi, we know that 
thou art a teacher come from 
God; for.no one can do these 
signs that thou doest, except 
God be with him. 3 Jesus 
answered and said imto him. 
Verily, verily, I say imto 
thee. Except one be born 
anew, he cannot see the 
kingdom of God. 4 Nico- 
demus saith unto him. How 
can a man be bom when he 
is old? can he enter a second 
time into his mother's womb, 
and be bom? 5 Jesus an- 
swered, Verily, verily, I say 
unto thee. Except one be 
bom of water and the Spirit, 
he cannot enter into the 
kingdom of God. 6 That 
which is bom of the flesh is 
flesh; and that which is 
bom of the Spirit is spirit. 
7 Marvel not that I said 
unto thee. Ye must be bom 
anew. ^ 8 The wind bloweth 
where it will, and thou hearest 



the voice thereof, but know- 
est not whence it cometh, 
and whither it goeth: so is 
every one that is born of the 
Spirit. 9 Nicodemus an- 
swered and said imto him, 
How can these things be? 
10' Jesus answered and said 
unto him. Art thou the 
teacher of Israel, and under^ 
standest not these things? 
11 Verily, verily, I say unto 
thee. We speak that which 
we know, and bear witness 
of that which we have seen; 
and ye receive not our wit- 
ness. 12 If I told you 
earthly things and ye believe 
not, how shall ye believe if 
I teU you heavenly things? 
13 And no one hath ascended 
into heaven, but he that de- 
scended out of heaven, ecen 
the Son of man, who is in 
heaven. 14 And as Moses 
lifted up the serpent in the 
wilderness, even so must the 
Son of man be lifted up; 15 
that whosoever believeth may 
in him have eternal life. 

16 For God so loved the 
world, that he gave his only 
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begotten Son, that whoso- 
ever believeth on him should 
not perish, but have eternal 
life. 17 For God sent not 
the Son into the world to 
judge the world; but that 
the world should be saved 
through him. 18 He that 
believeth on him is not 
judged: he that believeth 
not hath been judged al- 
ready, because he hath not 
believed on the name of the 
only begotten Son of God. 



19 And this is the judgment, 
that the light is come into 
the world, and men loved 
the darkness rather than the 
light; for their works were 
evil. 20 For every one that 
doeth evil hateth the light, 
and cometh not to the light, 
lest his works should be 
reproved. 21 But he that 
doeth the truth cometh to 
the light, that his works may 
be made manifest, that they 
have been wrought in God. 



ST. JOHN.

Chapter XIV, 1-21. 



LET not your heart be 
troubled: believe in God, 
believe also in me. 2 In 
my Father's house are many 
mansions; if it were not so, 
I would have told you; for I 
go to prepare a place for you. 
3 And if I go and prepare a 
place for you, I come again, 
and will receive you unto 
myself; that where I am, 
there ye may be also. 4 And 
whither I go, ye know the 
way. 5 Thomas saith unto 
him. Lord, we know not 
whither thou goest; how 
know we the way? 6 Jesus 
saith unto him, I am the way, 
and the truth, and the life: 
no one cometh unto the 
Father, but by me. 7 If ye 
-^own me, ye would 
^wn my Father also: 



from henceforth ye know him, 
and have seen him. 8 IPhilip 
saith unto him. Lord, show 
us the Father, and it sufficeth 
us. 9 Jesus saith unto him. 
Have I been so long time 
with you, and dost thou not 
know me, Philip? he that 
hath seen me hath seen the 
Father; how sayest thou. 
Show us the Father? 10 Be- 
lievest thou not that I am in 
the Father, and the Father 
in me? the words that I say 
unto you I speak not from 
myself: but the Father abid- 
ing in me doeth his works. 
11 Believe me that I am in 
the Father, and the Father 
in me: or else believe me for 
the very works' sake. 12 
Verily, verily, I say unto you. 
He that believeth on me, the 
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works that I do shall he do 
also; and greater works than 
these shall he do; because I 
go unto the Father. 13 And 
whatsoever ye shall ask in 
my, name, that will I do, that 
the Father may be glorified 
in the Son. 14 If ye shall 
ask anj^hing in my name, 
that will I do. 15 If ye love 
me, ye will keep my com- 
mandments. 16 And I will 
pray the Father, and he shall 
give you another Comforter, 
that he may be with you for 
ever, 17 even the Spirit of 
truth: whom the world can- 
not receive; for it beholdeth 
him not, neither knoweth 



him: ye know him; for he 
abideth with you, and shall 
be in you. 18 I will not 
leave you desolate: I come 
unto you. 19 Yet a little 
while, and the world behold- 
eth me no more; but ye 
behold me: because* I live, 
ye shall live also. 20 In 
that day ye shall know that 
I am in my Father, and ye 
in me, and I in you. 21 He 
that hath my command- 
ments, and keepeth them, he 
it is that loveth me: and he 
that loveth me shall be loved 
of my Father, and I will love 
him, and will manifest myself 
unto him. 



ST. JOHN. 
Chapter XV, 12-27. 



THIS is my commandment, 
that ye love one another, 
even as I have loved you. 

13 Greater love hath no man 
than this, that a man lay 
down his life for his friends. 

14 Ye are my friends, if ye 
do the things which I com- 
mand you. 15 No longer do 
I call you servants; for the 
servant knoweth not what 
his lord doeth: but I have 
called you friends; for all 
things that I heard from my 
Father I have made known 
unto you. 16 Ye did not 
choose me, but I chose you, 
and appointed you, that ye 



should go and bear fruit, and 
thcU your fruit should abide: 
that whatsoever ye shall ask 
of the Father in my name, he 
may give it you. 17 These 
things I conmiand you, that 
ye may love one another. 
18 If the world hateth you, 
ye know that it hath hated me 
before it hated you. 19 If ye 
were of the world, the world 
would love its own: but be- 
cause ye are not of the world, 
but I chose you out of the 
world, therefore the world 
hateth you. 20 Remember 
the word that I said unto you, 
A ser~\rant is not greater ^*»"-* 
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his lord. If they persecuted 
me, they will also persecute 
you; if they kept my word, 
they will keep yours also. 

21 But all these things will 
they do unto you for my 
name's sake, because they 
know not him that sent me. 

22 If I had not come and 
spoken unto them, they had 
not had sin: but now they 
have no excuse for their sin. 

23 He that hateth me hateth 
my Father also. 24 If I had 
not done among them the 
works which none other did, 
they had not had sin: but 



now have they both seen and 
hated both me and my 
Father. 25 But this cometh 
to pass, that the word may be 
fulfilled that is written in 
their law. They hated < me 
without a cause. 26 But 
when the Comforter is come, 
whom I will send unto you 
from the Father, even the 
Spirit of truth, which pro- 
ceedeth from the Father, he 
shall bear witness of me: 27 
and ye also bear witness, 
because ye have been with me 
from the beginning. 



ACTS. 
Chapter X, 34^8. 



AND Peter opened his 
mouth, and said. 
Of a truth I perceive that 
God is no respecter of per- 
sons: 35 but in every nation 
he that feareth him, and 
worketh righteousness, is ac- 
ceptable to him. 36 The 
word which he sent unto the 
children of Israel, preaching 
good tidings of peace by 
Jesus Christ (he is Lord of 
all) — 37 that saying ye your- 
selves know, which was pub- 
lished throughout all Judsea, 
beginning from Galilee, after 
the baptism which John 
preached; 38 even Jesus of 
^^azareth, how God anointed 
with the Holy Spirit 



and with power: who went 
about doing good, and heal- 
ing all that were oppressed 
of the devil; for God was 
with him. 39 And we are 
witnesses of all things which 
he did both in the country 
of the Jews, and in Jerusa- 
lem; whom also they slew, 
hanging him on a tree. 40 
Him God raised up the third 
day, and gave him to be 
made manifest, 41 not to all 
the people, but unto wit- 
nesses that were chosen be- 
fore of God, even to us, who 
ate and drank with him after 
he rose from the dead. 42 
And he charged us to preach 
unto the people, and to teo- 
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tify that this is he who is 
ordained of God to be the 
Judge of the living and the 
dead. 43 To him bear all 
the prophets witness, that 
through his name every one 
that believeth on him shall 
receive remission of sins. 
44 While Peter yet spake 
these words, the Holy Spirit 
f^ on all them that heard 
the word. 46 And they of 
the circumcision that be- 
heved were amazed, as many 



as came with Peter, because 
that on the Gentiles also 
was poured out the gift of 
the Holy Spirit. 46 For 
they heard them speak with 
tongues, and magnify God. 
Then answered Peter, 47 
Can any man forbid the 
water, that these should not 
be baptised, who have re- 
ceived the Holy Spirit as 
well as we? 48 And he com- 
manded them to be baptized 
in the name of Jesus Christ. 



ROMANS. 
Chapter VIII, 14-39. 



FOR as many as are led 
by the Spirit of God, 
these are sons of God. 15 
For ye received not the spirit 
of bondage alfeain unto fear; 
but ye received the spirit of 
adoption, whereby we cry, 
Abba, Father. 16 The Spirit 
himself beareth witness with 
our spirit, that we are chil- 
dren of God: 17 and if chil- 
dren, then heirs; heirs of 
God, and joint-heirs with 
Christ; if so be that we suf- 
fer with Am, that we may be 
also glorified with him. 

18 For I reckon that the 
sufferings of this present 
time are not worthy to be 
compared with the glory 
which shall be revealed to 
U£hward. 19 For the earnest 
exp^tation of the creation 
waiteth for the revealing of 



the sons of God. 20 For the 
creation was subjected to 
vanity, not of its own will, 
but by reason of him who 
subjected it, in hope 21 
that the creation itself also 
shall be delivered from the 
bondage of corruption into 
the Uberty of the glory of 
the children of God. 22 For 
we know that the whole cre- 
ation groaneth and travail- 
eth in pain together until 
now. 23 And not only so, 
but ourselves also, who have 
the first-fruits of the Spirit, 
even we ourselves groan 
within ourselves, waiting for 
our adoption, to unt, the re- 
demption of our body. 24 
For in hope were we saved: 
but hope that is seen is not 
hope: for who hopeth for 
that which he seeUi? 25 But 
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if we hope for that which we 
see not, then do we with pa- 
tience wait for it. 

26 And in like manner the 
Spirit also heipeth our in- 
firmity: for we know not 
how to pray as we ought; 
but the Spirit himself mak- 
eth intercession for us with 
grbanings which cannot be 
uttered; 27 and he that 
searcheth the hearts know- 
eth what is the mind of the 
Spirit, because he maketh 
intercession for the saints 
according to the will of God. 
28 And we know that to 
them that love God all 
thingi^ work together for 
good, eoen to them that are 
called according to his pur- 
pose. 29 For whom he fore- 
knew, he also foreordained 
to he conformed to the image 
of his Son, that he might be 
the first-bom among many 
brethren: 30 and whom he 
foreordained, them he also 
called: and whom he called, 
them he also justified: and 
whom he justified, them he 
also glorified. 

31 What then shall we say 
to these things? If God is 
for us, who is against us? 
32 He that spared not his 



own Son, but delivered him 
up for us all, how shall he 
not also with him freely give 
us all things? 33 Who diall 
lay anything to the charge 
of God's elect? It is God 
that justifieth; 34 who is he 
that condemneth? It is 
Christ Jesus that died, yea 
rather, that was raised from' 
the dead, who is at the right 
hand of God, who also mak- 
eth intercession for us. 35 
Who shall separate us from 
the love of Christ? shall 
tribulation, or anguish, or per- 
secution, or famine, or naked- 
ness, or peril, or sword? 36 
Even as it is written. 

For thy sake we are 
killed all the day long; 

We were accounted as 
sheep for the slaughter. 

37 Nay, in all these things 
we are more than conquerors 
through him that loved us. 

38 For I am persuaded, that 
neither death, nor life, nor 
angels, nor principalities, nor 
things present, nor things to 
come, Hor powers, 39 nor 
height, nor depth, nor any 
other creature, shsJl be able 
to separate us from the love 
of God, which is in Christ 
Jesus our Lord. 



I CORINTHUNS. 
Chaptbr VI, 9-20. 



KNOW ye not that the 
unrighteous shall not in- 
rit the kingdom of God? 



Be not deceived: neither foiv 
nicators, nor idolaters, nor 
adulterers, nor effeminate, 
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nor abusers of themaeivee 
with men, 10 nor thieves, 
nor covetous, nor drunkards, 
nor revilers, nor extortioners, 
shall inherit the kingdom of 
God. 11 And such were 
some of you: but ye were 
washed, but ye were Sanctis 
- fied, but ye were justified in 
the name of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and in the Spirit of 
our God. 

12 AU things are lawful for 
me; but not all things are 
expedient. All things are 
lawful for me; but I will not 
be brought under the power 
of any. 13 Meats for the 
beUy, and the belly for 
meats: but God shall bring 
to nought both it and them. 
. But the body is not for for- 
nication, but for the Lord; 
and the Lord for the body: 
14 and God both raised the 
Lord, and will raise up us 



through his power. 15 Know 
ye not that your bodies are 
members of Christ? shall I 
then take away the members 
of Christ, and make them 
members of a harlot? God 
forbid. 16 Or know ye not 
that he that is joined to a 
harlot is one body? for, The 
twain, saith he, ehaU. become 
one flesh. 17 But he that 
is joined unto the Lord is 
one spirit. 18 Flee fomica^ 
tion. Eveiy sin that a man 
doeth is without the body; 
but he that committeth for- 
nication sinneth against his 
own body. 19 Or know ye 
not that your body is a tem- 
ple of the Holy Spirit which 
is in you, which ye have from 
God? and ye are not your 
own; 20 for ye were bought 
with a price: glorify God 
therefore in your body. 



I CORINTHIANS. 
Chapter X, 1-15. 



FOR I would not, brethren, 
have you ignorant, that 
our fathers were all under 
the cloud, and all passed 
through the sea; 2 and were 
ail baptized- unto Moses in 
the cloud and in the sea; 
3 and did all eat the same 
spiritual food; 4 and did all 
drink the same spiritual 
drink: for they drank of a 



spiritual rock that followed 
them: and the rock was 
Christ. 5 Howbeit with most 
of them God was not well 
pleased: for they were over- 
thrown in the wilderness. 

6 Now these things were 
our examples, to the intent 
we should not lust after evil 
things, as they also lusted. 

7 Neither be ye idolaters, 
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as were some of them; as 
it is written, The people 
sat down to eat and drink, 
and rose up to play. 8 
Neither let us commit forni- 
cation, as some of them com- 
mitted, and fell in one day 
three and twenty thousand. 
9 Neither let us make trial of 
the Lord, as some of them 
made trial, and perished by 
the serpents. 10 Neither 
murmur ye, as some of them 
murmur^, and perished by 
the destroyer. 11 Now these 
things happened unto them 
by way of ^ example; and 
they were written for our ad- 



monition, upon whom the 
ends of the ages are cotne. 
12 Wherefore let him that 
thinketh he standeth take 
heed lest he fall. 13 There 
hath no temptation taken 
you but such as man can 
bear: but God is faithful, 
who will not suffer you to be' 
tempted above that ye are 
able; but will with the temp- 
tation make also the way of 
escape, that ye may be able 
to endure it. 

14 Wherefore, my beloved, 
flee from idolatry. 15 I 
speak as to wise men; judge 
ye what I say. 



I CORINTHIANS. 
Chapter XIII, 1-13. 



IF I speak with the tongues 
of men and of angels, 
but have not love, I am be- 
come sounding brass, or a 
clanging cymbal. 2 And if 
I have t?ie gift of prophecy, 
and know all mysteries and 
all knowledge; and if I have 
all faith, so as to temove 
mountains, but have not 
love, I am nothing. 3 And 
if I bestow all my goods to 
feed the poor, and if I give 
my body to be burned, but 
have not love, it profiteth 
me nothing. 4 Love suffer- 
"+h long, and is kind; love 
ieth not; love vaunteth 
itself, is not puffed up, 



5 doth not behave itself un- 
seemly, seeketh not its own, 
is not provoked, taketh not 
account of evil; 6 rejoiceth 
not in unrighteousness, but 
rejoiceth with the truth; 7 
beareth all things, beUeveth 
all things,, hope th all things, 
endureth all things. 8 Love 
never faileth: but whether 
there be prophecies, they shall 
be done away; whether there 
be tongues, they shall cease; 
whether there be knowledge, 
it shall be done away. 9 
For we know in part, and 
we prophesy in part; 10 but 
when that which is perfect 
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is come, that which is in 
mirt shall- be done away. 11 
When I was a child, I spake 
as a child, I felt as a child, 
I thought as a child: now 
that I am become a man, 
I have put away childish 
things. 12 For now we see 



in a mirror, darkly; but 
then face to face: now I 
know in part; but then shall 
I know fully even as also I 
was fully known. 13 But 
now abideth faith, hope, love, 
these three; and the greatest 
of these is love. 



I CORINTHIANS. 
Chapter XV, 20-58. 



NOW hath Christ been 
raised from the dead, 
the firstfruits of them that 
are asleep. 21 For since by 
man came death, by man 
came also the resurrection of 
the dead. 22 For as in 
Adam all die, so also in 
Christ shall all be made alive. 
23 But each in his own 
order: Christ the firstfruits; 
then they that are Christ's, 
at his coming. 24 Then 
Cometh the end, when he 
shall deliver up the kingdom 
to God, even the Father; 
when he shall have abolished 
all rule and all authority and 
power. 25 For he must 
reign, till he hath put all 
his enemies under his feet. 
26 The last enemy that shall 
be abolished is death. 27 
For, He put aU things in 
subjection under his feet. 
But when he saith. All things 
are put in subjection, it is 
evident that he is excepted 
who did subject all things 



unto him. 28 And when all 
things have been subjected 
unto him, then shall the 
Son also himself be sub- 
jected to him that did sub- 
ject all things unto him, 
that Grod may be all in all. 
29 Else what shall they do 
that are baptized for the 
dead? If the dead are not 
raised at all, why then are 
they baptized for them? 30 
Why do we also stand in 
jeopardy every hour? 31 I 
protest by that glorying in 
you, brethren, which I have 
in Christ Jesus our Lord, I 
die daily. 32 If after the 
manner of men I fought 
with beasts at Ephesus, 
what doth it profit me? 
If the dead are not raised, 
let us eat and drink, for to- 
morrow we die. 33 Be not 
deceived : Evil companion- 
ships corrupt good morals. 
34 Awake to soberness right- 
eously, and sin not; for some 
have no knowledge of God: 
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I speak this to move you to 
shame. 
35 But some one will say, 
How are the dead raised? 
and with what manner of 
body do they come? 36 Thou 
foolish one, that which thou 
thyself sowest is not quick- 
ened except it die: 37 and 
that which thou sowest, thou 
sowest not the body that shall 
be, but a bare grain, it may 
chance of wheat, or of some 
other kind; 38 but God giv- 
eth it a body even as it 
pleased him, and to each 
seed a body of its own. 39 
All flesh is not the same 
flesh: but there is one flesh 
of men, and another flesh of 
beasts, and another flesh of 
birds, and another of fishes. 

40 There are also celestial 
bodies, and bodies terres- 
trial: but the glory of the 
celestial is one,^ and the glory 
of the terrestrial is another. 

41 There is one glory of the 
sun, and another glory of 
the moon, and another glory 
of the stars; for one star dif- 
fereth from another star in 
glory. 42 So also is the 
resurrection of the dead. It 
is sown in corruption; it is 
raised in incomiption : 43 
it is sown in dishonor; it is 
raised in glory: it is sown in 
weakness; it is raised in 
power: 44 it is sown a nat- 
""*il body; it is raised a 

■^ual body. If there is 



a natural body, there is also 
a spiritual body. 4*5 So also 
it is written, The first man 
Adam became a living soul. 
The last Adam became a life- 
giving spirit. 46 Howbeit 
that is not first which is 
spiritual, but that which is 
natural; then that which is 
spiritual. 47 The first man 
is of the earth, earthy: the 
second man is of heaven. 
48 As is the earthy, such are 
they also that are earthy: 
and as is the heavenly, such 
are they also that are heav- 
enly. 49 And as we have 
borne the image of the 
earthy, we shall also bear 
the image of the heavenly. 
50 Now this I say, breth- 
ren, that flesh and blood can- 
not inherit the kingdom of 
God; neither doth corrup- 
tion inherit incomiption. 51 
Behold, I tell you a mystery: 
We all shall not sleep, but 
we shall all be changed, 52 
in a moment, in the twinkling 
of an eye, at the last trump: 
for the trumpet shall sound, 
and the dead shall be raised 
incorruptible, and we shall 
be changed. 53 For this 
corruptible must put on in- 
comiption, and this mortal 
must put on immortality. 
54 But when this corruptible 
shall have put on incomip- 
tion, and this mortal shwl 
have put on immortality, 
then shall come to pass the 
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saying that is written, Death 
is swallowed up in victory. 
55 O death, where is tl^ 
victory? O death, where is 
thy sting? 56 The sting of 
death is .sin: and the power 
of sin is tne law: 57 but 
thanks be to God, who giveth 



us the victory through our 
Lord Jesus Christ. 58 Where- 
fore, my beloved brethren, 
be ye stedfast, unmovable, 
always abounding in the 
work of the Lord, forasmuch 
as ye know that your labor 
is not vain in the Lord. 



EPHESIANS. 
Chapteb VI, 10-18. 



FINALLY, be strong in 
the Lord, and in the 
strength of his might. 11 
Put on the whole armor of 
Grod, that ye may be able 
to stand against the wiles of 
the devil. 12 For our wrest- 
ling is not against flesh and 
blood, ^ but against the prin- 
cipalities, against the powers, 
against the worldrulers of this 
darkness, against the spiritual 
hosts of wickedness in the 
heavenly places. 13 Where- 
fore take up the whole armor 
of God, that ye may be able 
to withstand in the evil day, 
and, having done all, to 
stand. 14 Stand therefore, 



having* girded your loins 
with truth, and having put 
on the breastplate of right- 
eousness, 15 and having shod 
your feet with the prepara- 
tion of the gospel of peace; 

16 withal talang up the 
shiefd of faith, wherewith ye 
shall be able to quench all 
the fiery darts of the evil one. 

17 And take the helmet of 
salvation, and the sword of 
the Spirit, which is the word 
of God: 18 with all prayer 
and supplication praying at 
all seasons in the Spirit, and 
watching thereunto in all 
perseverance and suppUca- 
tion for all the saints. 



I THESSALONIANS. 
Chapter IV, 13— V, 12. 



BUT we would not have 
you ignorant, brethren, 
concerning them that fall 
asleep; that ye sorrow not, 
even as the rest, who have 
no hope. 14 For if we be- 



lieve that Jesus died and rose 
again, even so them aJLso 
that are fallen a^eep in 
Jesus will God bring with 
him. 15 For this we say 
imto you by the word of the 
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Lord, that we that are alive, 
that are left unto the coming 
of the Lord, shall in no wise 
precede them that are fallen 
asleep. 16 For the Lord 
himself shall descend from 
heaven, with a shout, with 
the voice of the archangel, 
and with the trump of God:

BUT concerning the times 
and the sea,sons, breth- 
ren, ye have no need that 
aught be written unto you. 
2 For yourselves know per- 
fectly that the day of the 
Lord so Cometh as a thief in 
the night. 3 When they are 
sajdng. Peace and safety, 
then sudden destruction 
cometh upon them, as trav- 
ail upon a woman with child ; 
and they shall in no wise 
escape. 4 But ye, brethren. 



are not in darkness, that 
that' day should overtake you 
as a thief: 5 for ye are all 
sons of light, and sons of 
the day: we are not of the 
night, nor of darkness; 6 
so then let us not sleep, as 
do the rest, but let us watch 
and be sober. ^ 7 For they 
that sleep sleep in the night; 
and they that are drunken are 
drunken in the night. 8 But 
let us, since we are of the 
day, be sober, putting on the 
breastplate of faith and love; 
and for a helmet, the hope 
of salvation. 9 For God ap- 
pointed us not unto wrath, 
but unto the obtaining of 
salvation through our Lord 
Jesus Christ, 10 who died for 
us, that, whether we wake 
or sleep, we should live to- 
gether with him. 1 1 Where- 
fore exhort one another, and 
build each other up, even 
as also ye do. 

12 But we beseech you, 
brethren, to know them that 
labor among you, and are over 
you in the Lord, and admon- 
ish you. 



HEBREWS. 
Chapter XI, 32— XII, 2. 



AND what shall I more 
say? for the time will 
fail me if I tell of Gideon, 
Barak, Samson, Jephthah; 
"^d and Samuel and the 



prophets: 33 who through 
fiuth subdued kingdoms, 
wrought righteousness, ob- 
tained promises, stopped the 
mouths of lions, 34 quenched 
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the power of fire, escaped 
the edge of the sword, from 
weakness were made strong, 
waxed mighty in war, turned 
to flight armies of aliens. 35 
Women received their dead 
by a resurrection: and others 
were tortured, not accepting 
their deliverance; that they 
might obtain a better resuiv 
rection: 36 and others had 
trial of mockings and scourg- 
ings, yea, moreover of bonds 
and imprisonment: 37 they 
were stoned, they were sawn 
asunder, they were tempted, 
they were slain with the 
sword: ,they went about in 
sheepskins, in goatskins; be- 
ing destitute, afiUcted, ill- 
treated 38 (of whom the 
worid was not worthy), wan- 
dering in deserts and moun- 
tains and caves, and the 



holes of the earth. 39 And 
these all, having had witness 
borne to them through their 
faith, received not the prom- 
ise, 40 God having provided 
some better thing concerning 
us, that apart from us they 
should not be made perfect. 

THEREFORE let us also, 
seeing we are compassed 
about with so great a cloud 
of witnesses, lay aside every 
weight, and the sin which 
doth so easily beset us, and 
let us run with patience the 
race that is set before us, 
2 looking unto Jesus, the 
author and perfecter of our 
faith, who for the joy that 
was set before him endured 
the cross, despising shame, 
and hath sat down at the 
right hand of the throne of 
God. 



JAMES. 
Chapter I, 12-27. 



BLESSED is the man that 
endureth temptation ; for 
when he hath been improved, 
he shall receive the crown of 
life, which the Lord promised 
to them that love him. 13 
het no man say when he is 
tempted, I am tempted of 
God; for God cannot be 
tempted with evil, and he 
himself tempteth no man: 
14 but each man is tempted, 
when he is drawn away by 



his own lust, and enticed. 

15 Then the lust, when it 
hath conceived, beareth sin: 
and the sin, when it is full- 
grown, bringeth forth death. 

16 Be not deceived, my be- 
loved brethren. 17 Every 
good gift and every perfect 
gift is from above, coming 
down from the Father of 
lights, with whom can be no 
variation, neither shadow 
that is cast by turning. 18 
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Of his own will he brought 
us forth by^ the word of 
truth, that we should be a 
kind of firstfruits of his 
creatures. 

19 Ye know this, my be- 
loved brethren. But let 
every man be swift to hear, 
slow to speak, slow to wpath: 
20 for the wrath of man 
worketh not the righteous- 
ness of God. 21 Wherefore 
putting away all filthiness 
and overflowing of wicked- 
ness, receive with meekness 
the implanted word, which 
is able to save your souls. 
22 But be ye doers of the 
word, and not hearers only, 
deluding your own selves. 
2S For if any one is a hearer 
of the word and not a doer, 
he' is like unto a man behold- 



ing his nittural face in a 
mirror: 24 for he beholdeth 
himself, and goeth away, 
and straightway forgetteth 
what manner of man he was. 
25 But he that looketh into 
the perfect law, the law of 
liberty, and so oontinueth, 
being not a hearer that for- 
getteth but a doer that work- 
eth, this man shall be blessed 
in his doing. 26 If any man 
thinketh himself to be re- 
ligious, while he bridleth not 
his tongue but deceiveth his 
heart, this man's religion is 
vain. 27 Pure religion and 
undefiled before our God and 
Father is this, to visit the 
fatherless and widows in their 
affliction, and to keep one- 
self unspotted from the world. 



I PETER. 
Chapter IV, 1-19. 



FORASMUCH then as 
Christ suffered in the 
flesh, arm ye yourselves also 
with the same mind; for 
he that hath suffered in the 
flesh hath ceased from sin; 
2 that ye no longer should 
live the rest of your time 
in the flesh to the lusts of 
men, but to the will of 
Grod. 3 For the time past 
may suffice to have wrought 
the desire of the Gentiles, 
*o have walked in las- 



civiousness, lusts, winebib- 
bings, revellings, carousings, 
and abominable idolatries: 

4 wherein they think it 
strange that ye run not with 
them into the same excess 
of riot, speaking evil of you: 

5 who shall give account to 
him that is ready to judge 
the living and the dead. 6 
For unto this end was the 
gospel preached even to the 
dead, that they mig^t be 
judged indeed according to 
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men in the flesh, but live 
according to God in the 
spirit. 

7 But the end of all things 
is at hand: be ye therefore 
of soimd mind, and be sober 
unto prayer: 8 above all 
things being fervent in your 
love among yourselves; for 
love covereth a multitude of 
sins: 9 using hospitality one 
to another without murmur- 
ing: 10 according as each 
hath received a gift, minis- 
tering it among yourselves, 
as good stewards of the 
manifold grace of God; 11 
if any man speaketh, speak- 
ing as it were oracles of God ; 
if Any man ministereth, min- 
istering as of the strength 
which God supplieth: that 
in £dl things God may be 
glorified through Jesus Christ, 
whose is the glpry and the 
dominion for ever and ever. 
Amen. 

12 Beloved, think it not 
strange concerning the fiery 
trial among you, which 
cometh upon you to prove 
you, as though a strange 
thing happened unto you: 



13 but insomuch as ye are 
partakers of Christ's suffer- 
ings, rejoice; that at the 
revelation of his glory also 
ye may rejoice with exceed- 
ing joy. 14 If ye are re- 
proached for the name of 
Christ, blessed are ye; be- 
cause the Spirit of glory and 
the Spirit of God resteth 
upon you. 15 For let none 
of you sufifer as a murderer, 
or a thief, or an evil-doer, or 
as a meddler in other men's 
matters: 16 but if a man 
suffer as a Christian^ let him 
not be ashamed; but let 
him glorify God in this 
name. 17 For the time is 
come for judgment to begin 
at the house of God: and if 
U begin first at us, what shaM 
he the end of them that obey 
not the gospel of God? 
18 And if the righteous is 
scarcely saved, where shall 
the ungodly and sinner 
appear?
